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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the 
MPU send an ID monitor command to the driver IC when the MUP reads an ID from the ID 
setting circuit". Although the specification page 9 lines 8-10 does discloses the MPU send an ID 
monitor command to the driver IC when the MPU reads an ID from the ID setting circuit", the 
specification is not enabling as how to one of ordinary skill in the art would actually read the ID 
from the ID setting circuit. In addition, the specification page 22, lines 25-28 only teaches "to 
read the ID of the liquid crystal display driver IC 10, the test command is input from the MPU 
300 to the liquid crystal display". Therefore, the examiner examines the application as best 
understanding the claim language 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Furuhashi et al. ( JP- 
2000-148080). 

In reference to claim 1, Furuhashi discloses a display unit (Fig. 1 1) comprising: 
a display section 1526; 

a display driver IC (1518) among a plurality of types of display driver ICs capable of 
driving and controlling the display section (interface 1518-1521); and 

an MPU (1501) sending a command and display data to the display driver IC [0083], 
wherein the display driver IC (901; Fig. 10) comprises: 

an ID setting circuit (129) in Fig. 10, [0083] ; and 

a command decoder (128) Fig. 10, [0083] decoding the command from the MPU (1501), 
wherein the MPU (1501) has a storage section (1053) for storing a plurality of types of control 
contents for a plurality of types of display driver ICs (1518-1521) including the display driver IC 
(1518); [0108-0111], 

wherein the MPU (1501) sends an ED monitor command to the display driver IC [0085] 
when the MPU reads an ID from the ID setting circuit (129), wherein the display driver IC 
(1518) sends ID information from the ID setting circuit to the MPU in accordance with a signal 
generated by the command decoder decoding the ID monitor command [0113-01 14], and 

wherein the MPU reads the ED information so as to control the display driver IC (1518) 
among a plurality of types of display driver ICs (1518-1521) according to the corresponding 
control contents in the storage section among the plurality of types of control contents for a 
plurality of types of display driver ICs including the display driver IC [0086-0087].
